Sun publishes final edition 


Leaving behind a legacy of 
spirited public service and dra- 
matic newspaper innovation, the 
St.Louis Sun ceased publication 
Wednesday, seven months to the 
day. from its launch. The bold 
venture had been_ closely 
watched across the nation as one 
of the first new major zoetropols 
tan daily newspaper. introdu 
tions in the United States in 
more than four decades. 


“This is a decision which the 
marketplace made for us,’ said 
Ralph Ingersoll II, editor-in-chief 
of Sun. ‘“Today, after. seven 
months and after exhaustive 
consideration, it is clear that we 
could not achieve sufficient cir- 
culation to make this enterprise 
viable. And so, we have conclud- 
ed that there is no longer room 
for a third major newspaper in 
addition to our own Suburban 
Journals and the Post-Dispatch.”’ 


Ingersoll thanked St.. Louisans, 
whom he said had given the Suz 
a warm welcome and a fair tri- 


-al. He said that The Sun had a 


higher home-delivery circulation 
than he had anticipated, and

An increase of only $27 million, or about 2.8 
percent, was recommended by the hearing officer, 
who said ‘“Clinton’s operating performance in 1989. 
was woefully lacking.” 

Peterson said IP has until May 7 to file excep-~ 
tions to. the prgposed order and still ho) the ICC 
will ‘‘take all the evidence into account” and grant 
the full increase. 

In the last increase the ICC granted IP, the 
commission granted limited it to reflect only. a 
small perceuage of Clinton as ‘‘used and useful,”” 
but said the company could file again as more of 
Clinton became “used and useful’’ to the custom= 
ers.

Currently, she is the assistant 
to the vice president for develop- 
ment.

In that 
job, she directed student activi- 
ties and oversaw student govern- 
ment .and the school’s Honor 
Society. ‘
